._ the shadow of war lengthens 
over the Pacific, a new Inland, 
tog free, airway to Alaska, rushed 
to completion by Canada, places the 
military might of the United .States 
and Dominion forces within five 
hours of this continental outpost. 
Within 
twenty-four 
hours men 
and aircraft could be mustered from 
all over 
the 
United 
States and 
Canada tor concentration In Alaska. 
In November of 1940 the United 
States-Canada Joint Board on De­ 
fense recommended construction of 
a chain of air bases linking Alaska 
with air fields close to the Ameri­ 
can border. Today, little more than 
a year later, U. S. and Canadian 
transport planes are winging their 
way over the new skyway. Built by 
Canada at a cost of $(',000,000, the 
airline will serve in the days ol 
peace as the foundation for a com 
mercial air route to the Orient. 
Much credit for this achievement 
should go to the Air Services Branch 
of Canada's Department of Trane 
port. But the men who made the
